fire to his bullet-riddled house. 


USE MANY WEAPONS 


The attacking forces in their 


siege used tear gas, a machine 
gun, shotguns, and pistols in an 
effort to silence Lantare as he 
sniped from window to window j 
In his darkened house. 


The dead are: Louis Buettner, 


54, a farmer; Sheriff Holley, and 
Lantare. The wounded: Ralph 
Bogardus, Gary, Ind., police ser- 
geant; Othel Caldwell, special 
deputy sheriff; Opie Cross, Qary 
policeman; Charles Haack, Gary 
patrolman; Edwin Rogers, dep- 
uty sheriff; Jack West, Deputy 
sheriff, and W. P. Whalen, -a 
patrolman.

With the death of her distinguished hatband, the last ex-President of the United States, Grace Goodhue 
Coolidge, nobly bearing the weight of her sorrow, joined the list of First Ladies who have survived their illus- 
trious husband*. Before the death of ex-President Coolidge there were five widows of former Presidents still 
living—Mrs. Coolidge makes six. In addition there are Mrs. Woodrow Wilson, 61, but strikingly hand* 
tome; Mrs. William Howard Taft, 72, who lives a life of complete retirement in the capital; Mrs. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, 71, but still bristlingly loyal to the Grand Old Party; Mrs. Benjamin Harrison, 75, who 
campaigned for President Hoover in die last election, and Mrs. Thomas Jex Preston, widow of President 
Grover Cleveland, the only White House widow to remarry.
